LeMay, on (his first visit to 
his home city since becoming 
former Alabama Gov. Wal- 
lace’s vice presidential run-

think Nixon- would “do what 
this country needs. 

“Then I saw his proposed 
cabinet in- -which every left 
wing member of the Republi- 
can Party was (listed” and he 
“began ito wonder what kind 
of deals Nixon made with (the 
liberal wing.” 

In reply to questions, 
LeMay said he,. > picked up 
names in the Republican pres- 
idential candidate’s “proposed 
cabinet” from reading and 
hearing news reports. 

“You know who they are,” 
he said. “If I can’t say some- 
thing good abut them, I won’t 
say anything at all.” 

He accused Nixon of failing 
to speak out on issues and fail- 
ing to “say he’ll do some of 
the. things I think are needed. 
This country needs somebody 
who will get up on his hind 
legs and /say t what they’re 


t wnciu ime-y re 
gping (to do. Wallace is that 
man.” 

LeMay/ now retired from 
the Air Force, said newsmen 
have distorted his position on 
use of /nuclear weapons. 

‘Tve been subjected to the 
common" tactic of> trying to 
scare the people to death,” he 
said. “The press used this 
same (thing against Goldwater 
I expected M.” 

He referred to Barry Gold- 
water, Republican candidate 
for President in 1964. 

“My mistake in the past has 
been frying to be too helpful 
in explaining my views ” 
LeMay . said. Asked ito clarify 
his nuclear position, he said:
